Prompt, 
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Plenty Of Time 


Andover voters have been called together for a Special 
Town Meeting Tuesday to consider what is undoubtedly 
the gravest issue to come before them in 1966. 

If fewer than a quorum of townspeople appear to rule 
on the fate of plans for a new senior high school, it is 
certain to trigger a chain of events that will affect the 
whole of the public school educational program for years 
to come. 

Why? Because failure to provide space relief at the 
secondary school level will lead to double sessions 
and/or classroom congestion throughout the system, 
conditions that must ultimately affect the breadth and 
depth of the curriculum. Or so our educators have told us 
frequently. 

It is easy at this juncture, faced with the need for 
appropriation of an additional $700,000 for the school, to 
talk about what might have been. 

But these are the facts: 

Construction plans for this school have been in the 
works since November, 1963 when the building committee 
was appointed. The overall planning has involved four 
school committees, the administration of two town 
managers and a staggering accumulation of free man 
hours. 

The town manager has said it would be fiscally irres- 
ponsible to toss all this effort into the trash can. He has 
warned, further, that to tamper with the basic design at 
this late date would almost certainly involve the expendi- 
ture of added site development funds at a location that 
has already proved costly to prepare. 

It is probable that if the voters had been told at Town 
Meeting a year ago that lopping off the auditorium was 
not the automatic equivalent of lopping $300,000 off the 
construction budget, they would have voted the $4.2 mil- 
lion school as proposed. Probably no one, with the possi- 
ble exception of the architects, could have been expected 
to foresee, on the spot, the financial complications and 
the loss in time that would result from trying to tuck 
auditorium teaching space elsewhere in the building. 
(Completely predictable, however, was the upward trend 
of building costs.) 


It looks to us as though the die for this school building 
is cast. It is too late for second guessing and too late for 
the sort of changes that some have been contemplating 
this week . . . too late for the auditorium, the swimming 
pool, additional classroom space and the 40 percent state 
aid that would be forthcoming if they went into this high 
school building package. It is too late, that is, unless the 
voters give some clear indication Tuesday that they are 
in the mood for still another town meeting and the chance 
to wrap the project up, once and for all. 

What we are in plenty of time for is the chance to do it 
differently another time around, 

We consider it good news that the town’s request for 
Federal planning aid for a new elementary school has 
been approved. This will enable the manager to go ahead 
with his plans for bringing the next school proposal to 
the people after the specs are drawn and bids taken. 

It should mean an end to the old pig in a poke approach 
that got us into the present mess. 


A Sure Cure 


The quality of government in the Commonwealth will 
improve when the people judge themselves as harshly as 
they do their legislators. 

This summarizes the thinking of State Rep. Albert P. 
Pettoruto who told an Andover audience Sunday that there 
is nothing wrong with the Massachusetts Legislature that 
the people can’t cure. 

Whatever corrupts society, corrupts government, the 
representative told a group of church laymen. When the 
people demonstrate a lack of respect for the law at home, 
at school and in business, it is certain to be reflected at 
the State House, he said. 

And what is the answer? In the words of the Andover 
legislator: ‘‘We must tackle the problem at its source and 
eliminate the double standard of morality.’’ It will do no 
good to streamline the legislature, Pettoruto said. Nothing 
is going.to help “‘unless the people fulfill their public 
duty and vote the best possible people into office. 

To this we add one thought: Nothing is going to help 
unless the people create a climate for government activity 
that will attract a greater number of the best possible 
people to RUN for public office. 

Such a climate will exist when honest men can know 
that the majority will stick with the man of conviction, 
protecting him from the need to consort with jackals to 
survive politically.

District Rejected 

The Board of Selectmen and the 
voters also rejected a Planning 
Board zoning article that would 
have permitted the opening of pro= 
fessional or administrative offices 
in existing residences located 
within 500 feet of a general busi~’ 
ness district. 

This measure was opposed by a 
number of speakers who pointed 
out that the new district would 
include, among others, a number 
of the choice homes in what is 
called the Brick Section of Shaw- 
sheen Village and along a portion 
of School Street. 

The Planning Board did score 
with its article establishing 
parking space requirements that 
will affect companys which build 
new or expand old quarters in the 
town’s general business districts. 
This proposal, in a more restric- 
tive form, was previously rejected 
by Town Meeting. 

The only other major zoning 
item considered, a private article 
involving a lot on Main and Stevens
